But we have felt that the amount of capital the Soviet Union has 
invested in agriculture, as compared to industry, has not recognised the very great 
importance of agriculture. Ao we would say in the U. S., throughout the history of 
the world, there has been a tendency In agriculture to cake the farmer lew man on 
the totem pole. In your caoe, tho news that you plan to increase capital invostm<aat 
and concentrate cr. fertilisers is good news to everyone interested in agriculture. 

Bat it has been our experience that it ic much easier to produce fertilizers than 
to apply it and use it properly. It requires investment, education, patience and 
new cultural practices. And we ore happy if we can be helpful in sharing exportoiceo 
we might have had in this field." 

K3K; "Thanks, I agree. It is not enough to have means, but it is important to Joaov 
how to use them. We also have some experience, good farms, good experimental farms, 
research ins titutes. Besides wo have world experience, end there arc no secrets in 
these matters. Wo will have to teach the people . We have world experience at cur 
disposal, especially U. S. A., Germany, Great Britain, Western Europe. Ao for the 
yields end application of mineral fertilizers, iVsnco and other European countries 
rank first." 

CLP: “You aro right. The emound depends on soil, water, climate. We saw many places 
where irrigation and mineral fertilizer hold great promise..." 

KSK; Absolutely correct. We are working on this and intend to develop thia further." 
Wedded head. "Wo are working on this." Adds: "Eavo you seen the Hungry Steppes? 

Ehve you seen tho groat scale of work in Central Asia?"

KSK: "We era caking a canal in Turkman. It will ecotend over 1300a kilometers and 
now we have completed more than SOO kilometers of the canal.

Crimean canal. We ere taking water from the Dnieper River to the Crimea mad wo ere , 
(diverting) water to the Kerch area— more than 1,000 kilometers. Ana we ora going 
to Irrigate 100,000 hectares there. In that area, we will grow com, rice and fruit.
